As  Loy  McKeithen,  David  Spach,  Larry  Faust,  Jimmy  Rice,  Frank  Wilson,  Leigh 
Irby,  George  Boss,  and  John  Bryant  battled  our  football  rivals,  Kitty  Paul,  our  chief  cheerleader,  led  the 
students  in  boosting  our  team.  Outstanding  in  track  were  Ross  Ruland  and  Ronnie  Keiger.  The  golf  team 
was  sparked  by  Lamar  Evans  and  Bill  Dixon. 

Under  the  coaching  of  Mr.  Wilburn  Clary,  Jack  Mitchell,  Eddie  Ridge,  Brock  Ridge,  and  Jerry  Cook 
showed  football  ability.  Jean  McClure  was  active  in  supporting  the  Children's  Home  team  as  a  cheerleader. 

Now  as  I  bring  to  an  end  this  brief  history  of  our  four  years  at  Reynolds,  I  want  to  thank  each  of  you  for 
the  help  given  me  this  year  in  writing  "Reynolds  Roundup."
